tion Agents Duff and Treadway from 
ambush. Duff having been killed on 
laat Saturday while taking part in n 
raid on the moonshiners' stronghold 
In MenofM county, and Treadway the 
following day while wflh a posse seek 
lag to avenge the murder of Duff. 

Director Collins would 
deny nor confirm the state- 
the report gnlnod currency lo 
night that the agents would renew 
their Invasion of the moonshlnor* 
mountain fastnesses within twenty- 
four hours with the determination to 
bring In Bob Ballard and his atsoct 
stcs dead or alive. The agent* had 
hoped to have tho support of the War 
department in their efforts to dlslodg 
the whisky bandits, and counted upon 
having two bombing planes placed at 
their disposal with which to comb the 
mountains for the gang — this in addl 
tlon to n detachment of federal troop* 
But the decision of Secretary Week 
has blasted that hope ami the agent* 
must return unaldod to their raiding 
tactica.

DEFENDANT IN SUIT 
DROUGHT DY PDOL 

Twenfy Member* Are Sued By Burley 
Co-Operatlve for Alleged Breach of 
Contract— Liquidated Damages 
Are Sought. 

Lexington, Ky.. Dec. 13.— The Burley 
Tobacco Growers Co-operative Associ- 
ation today filed suit* ugalnst twenty- 
six of Its mcmberB for liquidated dam- 
ages aggregating more than J10.600. 
The legal department of tho associa- 
tion Is handling the cases. 

Tho damages asked for range from 
$95 to $1,500. 

Tho defendants reside In fifteen 
counties of tho Burley district. Five 
of tho cases como from Darren coun- 
ty, thrco from Bath, two from Wood- 
ford, six from Garrard and one each 
from Anderson, Washington, Mason, 
Clark, Trimble, Mercer. Bourbon, Rob- 
ertson, Owen. Shelby and Lewis. 

Tho petitions allego tho signing of 
tho co-operative marketing contract, 
with Its agreement for liquidated dam- 
ages by the defendants. It is charged 
that the growers are all members of 
ho association and that they have vio- 
lated that marketing agreement In 
falling to deliver the tobacco pledged 
to tho association, and ask Judgment 
'or the liquidated dsroagea of 6 cents 
i pound and the plaintiffs cost*. In- 
cluding attorneys fees, In each case.

NERVOUS PROSTRATION 
ENDS NICHOLAS TRAGEDY 

Mnrder In Nicholas County Mill He. 
main Unexplained Because of the 
Death of the Slayer. 

Cnrlisle, Ky.. Dec. 18.— The body of 
Mrs. Hntt'e Abner, who died at the 
Eastern Kentucky Hospital at Lexing- 
ton, was taken to the home of her hus- 
band, Clarence Abner, near Pleasant 
Valley, from which place funeral 
services will be held today. 

The death or Mrs. Abner la the last 
chapter ill one of the mostunforunate 
tragedies that ever occurred In Nich- 
olas county. On November 28, she is 
nlleged to have shot nnd killed her sis- 
ter-in-law, Mrs. Tlielnia Swartz, 18, at 
Mrs. Swartx's home, with a revolver. 
Mrs. Swartz was running from Mrs. 
Abner when she was shot, according 
to the testimony of two young men 
who were hunting In the neighborhood 
and witnessed the tragedy. 

Immoditely after the shooting, Mrs 
Abner Jumped Into a well nearby in an 
attempt to end her life. The water was 
uot deep enough to drown her. She 
was placed in Jail here and shortly 
after being locked In hor cell attempt- 
ed suicide by hanging herself with her 
upron. Jailer Lawrence discovered her 
In time and prevented self destruction 
Two other unsuccessful attempts were 
made by the woman to end her life, one 
by sticking a safety pin !n her temple 
and one by running a piece of wire In 
her oar. 

On the Tuesday following she was 
taken to the Lexington Institution, af 
ter four physicians had testified before 
a Jury In county court that she was of 
unsound mind. 

Mrs. Abner never made my state- 
ment concerning the killlnp o'her than 
It was an unfortunate affair. She re- 
peatedly asserted that she wanted to 
die. 

The cause of her death Is thought to 
havo been nervous prostration.

BLACKJACK USED 
TQ KILL RENAKER, 
HARDMAN HAD TOLD 

John Schumuker, Convicted of Killing 
Hie Father, Tells on Witness Stand 
Of Hardman's Conversation 
While Drinking. 



Winchester, Ky., Dec 13.— A black- 
jack was the Instrument with which 
the blow which crushed the skull of 
Leon Renuker was dealt, Scobce 
Hardman told liim in the Clark county 
Jail, John Schumaker, a prisoner' con- 
fined in "the cage" with Hardman at 
the time, testified today as a witness 
for the prosecution. 

Talkative, after drinking whisky 
given to him in the Jail by "Ike" Mil- 
ler, Fayette county farmer now under 
sentence for violation of the federal 
prohibition act, and boastful In the 
belief that keys filed by him In his cell 
would make possible an escape pre- 
paratory to a flight to France, Schu- 
maker said Hardman declared he "did- 
n't give a damn, now." who knew 
about the Renaker murder. 

Hardman did not. Schumaker said, 
ever say definitely that he killed Leon 
Renaker. but he did say, according to 
the witness, that it was a blackjack, 
not a lead pipe or automobile Jack, 
with which Renaker was killed and 
added that he knew about it and Reese 
Fox didn't, because "Reese stayed 
'he outside." 

Schumaker declared Hardman told 
him that when he and Fox crossed the 
Kentucky river, "that night" the fer- 
ryman could not have told who they 
were; that on the other bank they 
walked down the stream for a short 
distance and threw the death Instru- 
ment Into the water. 

Schumaker, now under a peniten- 
tiary sentence for the murder of his 
father, under a rigid cross-examina- 
tion, denied that he turned state's evi- 
dence against Hardman under promise 
of assistance In his own case or with 
that In view.

DYNAMITE USED 
TO SAVE TOWN 
IN GREAT FIRE 

Scores of Building Blown Down To 
Prevent Spreud of Flames W hich 
Threatened Town Without 
Water Supply Today. 

Altoon-i, Pa., Dec 14. — Dynamite 
saved the little town of Juniata, near 
here, from destruct on by fire today. 

After a desierrte battle agalnat 
flames which, for five hours, had been 
eating a path through the business dis- 
trict .firemen blew up scores of build- 
ings, confining tbu blaze within two 
city blocks. 

Shortage of water made fire fight- 
ing almost impossible. The borough 
reservoir was dry. 

Shortly after fire was discovered In 
a barber shop at 4 30 a. m. the Penn- 
sylvania R. R. Tapped Its private res- 
ervoir and thousands of gallons of wa- 
ter was hurled on the blazing build- 
ings. 

The fire, however, continued to gain 
headway and the railroad water tonka 
soon were emptied. Then dynamite 
was used. 

Meanwhile railroad workmen labor- 
ed desperately to lay a pipe line from 
a second reservoir at Tipton. As the 
echoes of the dynamite explosions died 
away the last pipe was connected and 
a new stream ^» r was made avail- 
able. 

Tho firo soon was under control. 
Twenty buildings were destroyed. 
Damage will exceed $250,000.

1 100 bnshels an acre. 



A third strain of Moone County 
W hite made 88 bushols nn acre while 
Holds Yellow Dent, another variety 
used In tho test, made 05 bushels an 
acre. Hickory King and Iowa Silver- 
mine, tho other two varieties UBod in 
tho test, each averaged 89 buBhcls an 
acre. 

The yields In the test were accurate- 
ly determined by measuring off a rep- 
resentative strip In the various rows 
nnd weighing the yield from that strip. 
With these yields accurately deter- 
mined It was posslblo to calculate the 
yield from an aero. 

Henderson county haB grown more 
ton i>t corn In the last ten years than 
any other county In the state, County 
Agent Martin says. The fact that high 
yields have been shown to be practical 
possibility for farmers In the county 
indicates that the crop will continue to 
bo one o ftho Important ones In that 
section of the state.
